State Freezes 
6,000Gallons 
Diluted Gas 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 

State revenue agents have tied 
up more than 6,000 gallons of 
adulterated gasoline in three 
Georgia cities, Revenue Commis- 
sioner J. Eugene Cook disclosed 
| yesterday. : 

“The three retail stations found 
with this adulterated gasoline will 


remain closed pending completion 


of the investigation,” Cook said. 
“We are going to find out the 
guilty parties responsible for di- 
luting this gasoline, and we will 
present this information to prose- 
cuting attorneys for court action. 
We are determined to see that 
buyers get both the quantity and 
‘quality of products they pur- 
chase, and that the state gets the 
revenue due it.” 

Motorists were paying these 
| stations prices paid for regular 

gasoline, and thought they were 
| getting pure fuel, Cook said. 

As a matter of fact, they were 
| getting from 5 to 15 per cent kero- 
sene mixed with gasoline, accord- 
ing to Dr. S. H. Wilson, state oil 
chemist who analyzed the confis- 
cated fuel. 

The state tax on kerosene is 
only one cent per gallon, while the 
State tax on gasoline is six cents 
a gallon, Wilson stated. In mixing 
the lower-taxed and lower-priced 
kerosene with the higher-taxed 
and higher-priced gasoline, the 
adulterators were getting a big- 
ger profit for the diluted fuel, 
Cook said. 

The commissioner reported yes- 
terday that Georgia’s gasoline tax 
collections continued to rise in 
June. Receipts were $20,000 above 
those of May, but were $110,038 
below June of 1942. The collee- 
tions totaled $1,603,500 in June.

Supported by Contributions. 

Everyone knows that Army 
Emergency Relief is supported by 
contributions from men in. the 
service, their friends and from the 
various relief activities such as 
sports events, movies, radio shows 
and concerts, but some ask where 
does the money go? 

Here’s the answer, according to 
Major James F. Morison, who, 


among other things, handles pub-} 


lic relations for the Atlanta of- 
fices: 

“Some typical cases of record 
are assistance in securing family 
allowances and allotments; secur- 
ing support from men in the serv- 
ice who have apparently abandon- 
ed their families; assistance with 
hospitalization and expenses in 
connection with confinement 
cases. 

“Assistance in the event of acci- 
dents, acute illness and in some 
cases chronic illness when the ab- 
sence of the soldier has made the 
care of his dependents an emer- 
gency.”

Makes Norway Raid a Success

A U. S. BOMBER BASE IN 
BRITAIN, July 24.—(#)—®uick 
thinking by a Georgia colonel nelp- 
ed make the first American Flying 
Fortress raid today on Norway an 
outstanding success. 

The Fortress made a 1,200-mile 
round trip to pound the important 
German metal port of Heroya on 
the east coast of Norway with high 
explosives. 

When they reached the target 
an overcast covered the area until 
they were right over their objec 
tive, but quick action by Colonel 
William Mason Reid, of Albany, 
Ga., who led the attack as copilot 
of the Fortress flagship, saved the 
day. Reid, flying as copilot to Cap- 
tain Tolad Sargent, Portsmouth, 
N. H., and Newton Highlands, 
Mass., swung the formation around 
in a 180-degree turn and approach- 
ed the cluster of buildings at the 


port from the other side, permit- 
ting a good bombing run, 
“Long Grind.” 

“It was a damn long grind, but 
it was not in vain—we got in a 
good smack at the target,” Reid 
Said. 

“That is 
way,’ he laughed 
on the long flight. 

“I only saw three bombs in the 
first group:off the target,’’ Captain 
Harold Wesley, Van Nuys, Cal., 
said.

Huiet Foresees 
Post-War Peace 


On Labor Front 


Home from three southern con- 
ferences on man power, human re- 
lations and industrial executives, 
Georgia’s labor commissioner, Ben 


T. Huiet, yesterday predicted the 
anticipated post-war unemploy- 
period would last less than 18 
months, and that most states 
would be able to take care of their 
jobless during this time with un- 
employment benefit payments. 

He also envisioned post-war 
peace on the labor-industrial front. 

Huiet has returned from Ash- 
ville, N. C., where he attended a 
conference on Conservation of 
Man Power in War Industries, a 
conference of southern industrial 
executives, and a conference on 
human relations in industry. 

During the first six months aft- 
er the war ends, America will 
have a slow trend of dropping off 
production, Huiet predicted. Mil- 
lions will be unemployed during 
the first 12 months, as industries 
attempt to get their feet on the 
ground and workers seek to re- 
adjust themselves to peace-time 
habits. The next six months will 
find jobs picking up, and within 
18 months the nation should be 
back normal again, Huiet said. 

During the agnemployment pe- 
riod, states will be asked to pay 
jobless benefits, he continued. He 
anticipated Georgia would have 
to pay from four to five million 
dollars the first six months; from 
15 to 20 million during the first 
year, and about five million for 
the final six months. 

While there is some friction 
among labor and management 
during the stress of war-time, the 
war is bringing labor and man- 
agement into the habit of working 
better together for a common 
cause, the labor commissioner be- 
lieved. The conference on human 
relations urged the “higher-ups”’ 
in industry to study the problems 
of the employes and better under- 
stand the workers. 

“After the war I believe labor 
and management will be in a bet- 
ter position to understand each 
other than ever before,” Huiet as- 
serted.

First Non-Nazi Minister. 


Called back to Germany, he be- 
came minister of foreign affairs 
"and continued in that post under 
Hitler until he was replaced by 
Joachim von Ribbentrop in 1938. 

Neurath was one of the first non- 
Nazi ministers of Germany to ac- 
cept membership in the party aft- 
er Hitler’s assumption of powr in 
1933 and he was rewarded by 
Himmler with the rank of brigade 
leader in the SS. His action was 
instrumental in bringing other re- 
calcitrant republicans into the 
government.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., July 24.—

breaking in the poultry field is be- 
ing tried by OPA in Maryland and 


if effective may come to Georgia, 
worked this way: 

Bliack-market buyers, having 
paid two or three cents above the 
ceiling for broilers, load them on 
trucks and start for their distant 
market. OPA,:+ with the proper 
requisition, stops the truck, pays 
the trucker the ceiling price and 
takes the poultry to the nearest 
chicken-hungry Army camp. 

The black-market buyer has 

lost the difference between the 
ceiling price and the higher price 
which he paid. That may run to 
$200 or $300 cash loss on a large 
load of poultry. In addition, he 
has lost his time and his custom- 
‘ers are waiting for broilers. 
The government, desperate at 
turn the black market 
taken in poultry, cast about for 
tte cause, partly since in many in- 
stances it was reported that the 
armed forces often planned for 
chicken and couldn't get it. Black 
market was denying food to the 
soldiers. 

The officials decided the blame 
really rests with the buyer. Buy- 
ers are competing with each other 
because they have hungry cus- 
tomers, and it is the buyer ‘vho 
makes the first offer of a higher 
price than the ceiling for the poul- 
try. 

He persuades the producer to 
sel] to him, rather than to the bu:- 
er he has promised, and the prin- 
cipal persuasion is extra cash, He 
paints a lurid picture of hungry 
people and their need for the poul- 
try.

Air Power 
To Beat Nazis, 
Briton Says 


MIAMI, Fla., July 24.—(#)— 
Germany will lose the war through 
failure to match Allied air power, 
Frederick Segrist, retired producer 
of Britain’s famed Hurricanes, 
Lancasters and Typhoons, declared 
today. 

En route to Canada from his 
Nassau home, Segrist said the 
Allies have overtaken Germany in 
aircraft production to such an ex- 
tent that they can deliver 100 tons 
of bombs for every two by Ger- 
many. 


“If the war lasts another year,” 
Segrist predicted, “fighting planes 
will fly faster than 500 miles an 
hour.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—(/)— 
Senator Hatch, Democrat, New 
Mexico, predicted today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be the Demo- 
cratic party’s nominee for a fourth 
term unless the war ends and 
peace negotiations are concluded 
in the next few months—a series 
of events he regards as improb- 
able.

State Tobaceo Marts 


Will Open Tuesday 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Tobacco, once a medium of exchange and later a money 


crop that saved farmers when 


the boll weevil struck cotton, 


wili start another flow of funds into Georgia anu other south- 


ern states beginning Tuesday. 

Auction markets in 15 Georgia 
and two Florida towns will open 
for sale of the 1943 crop of cigaret 
leaf grown under probably the 
most trying conditions since the 
weed became a factor in the state’s 
farming program. 

An acute labor shortage made 
production of this year’s crop a 


unfavorable weather early in the 
season, together with plant-bed 
disease, caused a serious plant 
shortage. Farmers, enlisting all 
hands and swapping labor and ma- 
chinery, managed to produce a 
crop that is believed by farm lead- 
ers to approach the best, if not the 
largest in this section. 


OPA Reveals Ceilings. 


Last year’s average price of 30 
cents per pound in Georgia brought 
a record money yield. Higher pro- 
duction costs this year were point- 
ed to by farmers in calling either 
for omission of a ceiling price or a 
level not less than 25 per cent 
above last year’s ceiling. 

_ OPA announced yesterday a ceil- 
ing price of 41 cénts a pound for 
this year’s flue-cured crop. 

The crop already had been mar- 
keted in Georgia last year when 
the OPA set the maximum price 
at the average on purchases made 
between August 24-28. The leaf 
averaged around 38 cents in the 
Virginia-Carolina telt at that time. 

Prices were advancing rapidly 
when the 1942 ceiling was fixed 
and charges of discrimination were 
made by South Carolina farmers 
when the ceiling was raised after 
North Carolina markets opened. 

Preliminary estimates indicate a 


crop of around 50,000,000 pounds 


in Georgia this year compared to 
61,500,000 last year. Growers in 
this state collected $18,596,000 last 
season. 

Tobacco Advancing in Value. 

Tobacco has been advancing in 
value for the past several years, 
last year’s price averaging 10 
cents a pound higher than in 1941 
and about 15 cents a pound more 
than the returns from the 1940 
crop. 

The weed, leading source of 
revenue and the principal medium 
of exchange in colonial days, lost 
out when farmers began growing 
cotton. Some of the first tobacco 
land was turned into corn when 
the manufacture of whisky. was 
flourishing in north Georgia hills. 
Later, when the boll weevil wiped 
out hundreds of cotton farmers, 
many returned to tobacco produc- 
tion. 

The bright leaf, used in making 
cigarets, has been finding the 
areas in which it is best suited 
during the past 20 years. Auction 
markets, set up in the principal 
growing centers, usually remain 
open for three — or more.

“TI have never seen a finer crop of quail,” he pointed out. 
“We had a fine raising season. There was just enough rain. 
Rirds are not only plentiful. They are in profusion.” Note: 
Mr. Stone has just given 150 pairs of birds to the state for 
the game farm in DeKalb county.) 

Big. likable Charlie Skinner reports that the Waynesboro sec- 
tion is overrun with quail. Skinner raised about 1,900 for distri- 
bution this year and has a lot more hatching. 

“] have never seen so many quail,” he pointed out. 

Comine from Skinner, who has seen quite a passel of 
quail in his time, this is a significant thing. It means that 
Georgia is making a rapid comeback. A better dove crop also 
is indicated. But this won't mean much to Georgians. The 
federal season only allows Georgians to hunt doves when 
birds have gone on to other sections. 

But there will be a quail season for those fortunate enough to 
find the time or the opportunity to follow a dog in the fields. 

And, maybe for the future of hunting, it’s a good thing that the 
quail are so plentiful and shells are so scarce. It will give the 
game Bob White a greater chance to raise. 

There wil] never be a kick raised about an oversupply.

UNITED. Men who fight on the sea 
have alwavs been bound by a com- 
mon tie, but never has this brother- 
hood been so strong and so univer- 
sal as it is today among the sailor- 
men of the United Nations. 

Not long ago, I crossed the North 
Atlantic in a convoy which came 
under U-boat attack. In the convoy 
were merchant ships of many regis- 
tries — American, British, Norwe- 
gian, Dutch. When the enemy made 
his appearance, navy gunners of all 
those nationalities sprang to battle 
stations. American, Canadian, Brit- 
ish and Polish escort vessels raced 
into action. Sailors of half the world 
joined hands against the enemy. 

That incident was typical of 
what is going on everywhere. And 
it is not only in the heat of action 
that their spirit of fraternity mani- 
fests itself. | was walking down 
crowded Oxford Street, in London, 
when an American sailor reeled out 
of a pub. He had obviously had a 
bit too much and it looked as 
though he might be picked up by a 
Shore Patrol. Then, with quiet 
efficiency, two other sailors ap- 
peared and took him in tow. One 
was a Canadian, the other French. 
They whisked the hilarious Yank 
around a corner out of harm’s way. 


FRIENDSHIP. An Admiral of the 
Royal Navy told me of some friend- 
ships he had witnessed in a hospital 
when he was stationed at Mur- 
mansk. English, American and Rus- 
sian sailors — survivors of fright- 
ful battles in the Arctic — lay side

by side and took care of one an- 
other. It was common, the Admiral 
said, to see an American boy writing 
a letter for a wounded Britisher, a 
Russian bathing the face of a fever- 
wracked American. They were, in 
the truest sense, what Nelson called 
his men — a band of brothers. 

It is a brotherhood for which we 
can be grateful. The bluejackets of 
the United Nations are holding 
three-fourths of the earth's surface 
for freedom. And they are doing 
more than that. They are setting an 
example of international co-opera- 
tion for the rest of us to live up to.

About three years ago I came home to 
live m America for the rest of my life. 
I had been away for nearly twenty years, 
in Sweden, in Austria, in England, in 
India, in Singapore — pretty well around 
the surface of the earth, basing always 
upon a small country place in France. 
I came home now and then for visits but 
never for long enough to really travel

‘round the country and know my own fellow 


citizens. While I was away great things 
had been happening, not only in America 
but all over the world — things so big 
that no one man or group of men have 
been capable of grasping their full signifi- 
cance. 

When I came home to live three years 
ago, I was troubled by what I found 
a people bewildered, divided by ambition 
and selfishness and bigotry, a people con- 
fused and divided by class feeling. These 
were my fellow Americans. I was troubled 
because I had just come from Europe 
where for ten years at least I had wit- 
nessed at close range the disintegration 
of European culture and democracy. The 
sickness which brought on the war and 
has very nearly destroyed Europe was 
characterized by the same symptoms I 
had found in my own country. Many 
books have been written concerning the 
collapse almost overnight of that great 
country France. The reason, I knew, was 
a verv simple one. France fell because it 
ceased to be France but only a mass of 
42,000,000 individuals. each thinking of 
himself and his own interests before those 
of his country. 


I WAS not the only American who was 
troubled by the symptoms of the same dis- 
ease in this country. Every intelligent 
American who knew Europe well felt the 
same uneasiness and alarm. 

Soon after my return I remember | 
was crossing the continent on a glittering 
streamlined train. In the midst of Iowa 
they had been repairing the roadbed and 
the train slowed down to a snail's pace to 
pass over the repaired section of track. 
Suddenly through an opening in the vast 
sea of rich green corn, @ small picture 
emerged. There was a white farmhouse 
with two Norway spruce in the door- 
vard, ‘a red barn with a silo. Men were 
filling the silo. It was evening and up 
from the brook beside the house moved 
a herd of Guernsey cows driven by a boy 
with bare feet. Beside the windmill a 


woman shielded her eyes from the sun to 
watch the train. A very simple thought 
came to me — simple but endless in its 
implications. I thought, “God gave us 
Americans the richest country on the 
earth. He gave it to us as a common heri- 
tage for all Americans to cherish, protect 
and develop. Are we being true to that 
heritage?” 

In the past, it is true, we have not 
always cherished, protected and devel- 
oped it as a common heritage. Individ- 
ually, selfishly we have exploited it, wast- 
ing its resources. Almost all the evil we 
have known came of that fact — the “‘rob- 
ber barons” of finance, the crooked poli- 
ticians, the fabulously uneven distribu- 
tion of wealth, even racial problems. We 
were, like beautiful France, doomed if we 
did not change our ways. 


D URING the past three years I have trav- 
eled more than 100,000 miles around this 
country. I was not a foreigner discovering 
America; | was an American rediscovering 
my own country. And what I saw, I 
found heartening. I saw the average 
American changing slowly, until the Sun- 
day at Pearl Harbor, when he was no 
longer in doubt but knew that it was up 
to him not only to defend and preserve 
his own country but perhaps the rest of 
the world as well. 

Since then I have watched him draw 
near to his neighbors, to begin slowly to 
understand this business of a common 
heritage not only of material things but 
of liberty and decency as well. I saw the 
average American citizen adjusting him- 
self, accepting revolutionary changes, 
even examining them and understand- 
ing them. 

Pearl Harbor was a tragic day in Ameri- 
can history, but out of it some good may 
come. After long experience among the 
people of other nations, I have great faith 
in the American. He has no fundamental 
national hatreds or fears. It well may be 
that he is becoming not only a great 
fellow in his own country, but perhaps the 
first world citizen to understand that 
there can be no peace in the future with- 
out international co-operation and com- 
prehension. 

I have heard him lately even accept 
his responsibility as a world citizen with- 
out argument, as if it were already an 
accomplished fact, beyond discussion. 

A common heritage! A world heritage 
and world responsibilities! These are the 
things upon which our future must be 
built if we are to survive and have peace.

If your house isn’t as warm next winter 
as you would have it —

If there isn’t any gasoline at the filling 
station — 


T you have to walk a little more than 


Don't get excited! Don’t complain! And 
don’t bet that it isn’t going to get worse! 

But here is one bet that you can make, 
and then you can bet that you will win the 
bet. It’s this — the Army and the Navy are 
going to get theirs whether the rest of us do 
or not. 

Hitler won’t like to hear this because it is 
the Army and the Navy that he is afraid of. 
And that’s the reason that you and I are 
going to have to tighten our belts and get 
along with less, if necessary. 

Many Americans may not like it either; 
they seem to feel that the worst of the oil 
shortage has passed. They need to be rudely 
awakéned. Right now, in the middle of our 
second summer of war, every drop of the 
precious stuff is needed for victory. During 
the months ahead, civilian consumers 
may be required to express their patriot- 
ism by getting along with even less gaso- 
line and fuel oil than last year. 

The only job that counts today is to lick 
the Axis. Hitler asked for it, and the world 


isn’t big enough for him and for us too. Go 
ahead and cuss me, write me abusive letters, 
insist that I ought to resign, criticize the 
system, damn the luck generally — say any- 
thing you want to! That’s what free speech 
is for. But remember — you are definitely 
helping to lick Hitler when you don’t 
use your car for unnecessary driving, or 
when you pull on another sweater in- 
stead of turning up the thermostat. 

A few days ago a neighbor of mine came to 
me with his personal oil problemi. He looked 
hopefully to me for comfort. Last winter, he 
said, he kept his house at 60 degrees, and 
thought that he was doing something. He has 
been managing on a minimum amount of 
gasoline in his car, and probably feeling sorry 
for himself while doing it. He wanted to 
know if the situation wasn’t going to be bet- 
ter come next winter. 


Cold Comfort 


I TOLD him absolutely not. Some editors 
call me a sadist. All right then, that’s what 
I am — a sadist. But I’m not kidding myself 
about the oil shortage. I told my neighbor 
that he might have to keep his heat down to 
55 degrees next winter and that he ought to 
invest in some woolen underwear and heavy 
shoes. 

My neighbor didn’t like what I told him. 
I could read that in his face. I could almost 
hear him saying to himself: ‘‘Hell’s bells, I 
wish that I had a chance to run this oil busi- 
ness for about two months. I’d see that there 
was enough gasoline for everybody (including 
myself) and enough to keep warm without 
denying the military a thing.” 

Stout fellow! Of course he hasn't any idea 
what it’s all about, and yet it may be a 
source of comfort to him to imagine how 
much better things could be if only he were 
in charge. 

The problem itself is simply stated. It 1s 
one of transportation. We have to get so much 
petroleum to so many places at stated and 
exact times. There is just so much that can be 
produced and hauled. There are just so many 
trucks and tank cars and barges to do the 
hauling. There are so many barrels that have 


to go to the Army and the Navy and the war 
industries. 

What is the first thing that occurs to you 
when you read that the United Nations are 
gaining mastery of the air? You say to your- 


self — I knew that we could do it! But do you 
stop to consider that we wouldn't have this 
command of the air if we didn’t have the 
aviation fuel to do it with? 

During the year and a half we have been 
at war miracles have been wrought. The oil 
industry has not had the new materials with 
which to do the job. The materials have not 
been available because they have been going 
into the building of ships and planes and 
tanks. And so the oil industry, in co-operation 
with the government, has had to use, in 
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many, many cases, secondhand stuff — has 
had to dig up hundreds of miles of old pipe 
and relay it into a system that would con- 
tribute most to the winning of the war. It 
has pooled equipment; served a competitor's 
customers in order to facilitate the overall 
operations. It has forgotten that there ever 
was such a thing as business rivalry until we 
get through the job at hand — the job of 
licking Hitler and his stooges so that all of 
this can never happen again. 


The Main Problem 


Wruue the average consumer is thinking 
in terms of enough gasoline to fill his own 
automobile tank, or enough fuel oil to keep 
himself and his family comfortably warm, 
hundreds of millions of barrels of lubricants; 
aviation fuel, toluene, heating oil and plain 
ordinary gasoline are moving in all directions 
— every drop of it bound for the place where 
it is most needed. And even communities 
not affected by transportation difficul- 
ties are co-operating through ‘*brown- 
outs’ (semi-dimouts) and other meas- 
ures, in conserving fuel for the nation 
as a whole. 

Some people, I guess, still think their per- 
sonal problems are important, and that the 
country would be better off if I’d quit. 

Without meaning to be contentious or 
bureaucratic or arbitrary or officious — I’m 
accused of being all of these — I desire to 
repeat right here that the Army and the Navy 
are going to get all of the gasoline and lubri- 
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cating oil that they need, and that the war 
industries are going to get all of the heavy 
oil that they can efficiently use. whether the 
rest of us get a drop of anything. The farmers 
have to have gasoline, too, to produce the 
food, and workers in essential industries must 
get back and forth to work. We may as well 
have these things understood now. I hope 
that there 1s going to be enough to go around 
so that we won't have to walk our legs off 
this winter, or sit about of an evening wrapped 
in newspapers, but if there isn’t — well, any- 
way, the Army and the Navy will have been 
taken care of. You know very well 
that you would insist on going with- 
out if you knew for a dead certainty 
that the Army and the Navy had to 
have some of your quota with which 
to lick Hitler. The Army and the 
Navy do need it, so let us face the 
problems and quit our crying! 
“This Is Confidential’’ 

Au gasolines and oils come from 
the same basic stuff — petroleum. 
Thus, when you cut down on plea- 
sure driving, you are, indirectly. 
helping to provide heat for your 
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family this winter. When you save 
fuel oil. you are helping to put 
bombers over Germany. Don't let 
any rumormonger tell you that 
isn't true. 

Sometimes a busybody whispers 
to his busybody neighbor: “Do you 
know what I heard? I heard that 
they are dumping gasoline on the 
ground out in western Pennsy]l- 
vania. Of course you understand 
that the bureaucrats in Washington 
want to keep this shortage going, 
and so they are throwing away good oil 
rather than let us consumers have it.” 

The second busybody uses the story as a 
basis for his own version, which is that he 
actually saw the stuff being dumped on the 
ground. 

And thus the story spreads. Letters and 
telegrams start coming in to me. Some of my 
correspondents dare me to come out and fight 
like a man. They call upon me to resign and 
thus help to shorten the war. 


They Know Their Job 


Ler me tell you something — you busy- 
bodies. The Petroleym Administration for 
War is manned by hundreds of the top-flight 
men taken right out of the oil industry 
geologists, paleontologists, geophysicists, 
chemists, engineers, traffic experts, trained 
organizers, executives in transportation and 
distribution, men who know the oil business 
backwards. Every man is an expert in his 
line. He knows what he is doing. He has a 
reason, based on knowledge and experience, 
for everything that he does. So when we 
Americans listen to and, worse still, repeat 
the baseless stories that are started by some- 
body who doesn’t know an oil well from a 
water cooler, we are being either dumb or 
unpatriotic, or both. 

Believe me when I say that some of the 
best men in the oil industry are working for 
the government, full time, in a partnership 
that has for its only object the licking of 
the Axis. Whatever you as an individual 
are asked to do,-whether you like it or 
not, is part of that big job. 

The Petroleum Administration for War 
has been delivering its daily quota of petro- 
leum products. Well, then, someone wants to 
know, why can’t I get as much gasoline as I 
want without having to skimp and save? 
For the simple reason that someone else — 
a flyer, a tank operator, a tanker skipper, a 
farmer, a driller in a war plant — needs it 
worse than does the querulous inquirer. 
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Do you know how much gasoline is burned 
up in a single raid? On a 400-mile flight over 
Germany or Italy or Jap-held territory, 1,000 
two-engine bombers will consume nearly 
1,000,000 gallons. One battleship will burn a 
million gallons of oil a week just cruising here 
and there. Each piece of mobile equipment 
in our Army — and there are hundreds and 
hundreds of thousands of them — burns on 
an average of 10 gallons of gasoline a day. 
This figure includes the thousands of 
trucks and tanks that are laid up for re- 
pairs, awaiting orders, etc., and therefore 

burning nothing. 

Military demand has more than 
quadrupled since January and, in 
addition to supplying our own 
forces, we must provide much of 
the oil and gasoline being used by 
our allies. 

On the civilian front, while burn- 
ing millions of gallons of oil a day, 
we are faced with the necessity of 
refilling depleted inventories. We 
need something like 100,000,000 
barrels in storage before the next 
heating season starts, and all of 
that has to be accumulated during 
the present summer months while 
the oil heaters are on vacation. In 
round figures, that is four billion. 
200 million gallons — 4,200 million 
gallons! Any way you say it, it’s big. 


Cold, Unpleasant Fact 


E EVEN have had acts of nature 
to contend with. Floods last spring 
temporarily cut out the new 24-inch 
pipe line which helps pour oil into 
the East. Ice, which stayed on the 
Great Lakes longer than usual, de- 

prived the New York area of a million gallons 
a week. : 

No, we aren’t going to have any more to 
burn next winter than we had last winter, 
if as much, and, despite statements to the 
contrary, I do not get any fun out of saying 
so. 

Some people seem to think that I get my 
fun out of slamming the lid down tighter — 


the tighter that I can make it the more amuse- ° 


ment for me. I don’t have that much per- 
versity in me. 

Now, what can we as individuals do to alle- 
viate the situation in the months ahead? 
Plenty, as you can‘see from the check list on 
this page. 

All of these things, of course, are predicated 
on the assumption that the war isn’t even 
nearing its conclusion. Nobody knows how 
long it will last. If we have sense we'll plan 
everything on the basis of a long war. If it 
ends tomorrow — so much the better. If it 
goes on into 1945, we’re prepared to see it 
through! 

As a general conclusion I would say that 
the sooner we face the batter and get in there 
and pitch, the sooner this game will be over 
and Messrs. Hitler, Mussolini, and Tojo will 
be one, two, three, and out.

WINTER-PROOF YOUR HOME 


That means insulation 

storm windows and doors... 
weatherstripping. Get the 
work done now. Also plan to 
block off unneeded rooms.

Every drop of gas or oil you 
don’t get means a quicker 
end to Hitler & Co. — that’s 
what we all want, isn’t it?

HE answer to the daily question 

of what to do about wedding 
invitations when the date of the 
wedding cannot be decided until the 
bridegroom's furlough (or leave) has 
been granted, is simple: the date on 
the invitations is left blank to be 
filled in at the last moment by hand. 
Meanwhile all envelopes should be 
directed and stamped. When the date 
is definitely set, the day and hour are 
written im the blank spaces and the 
invitations rushed to the post office. 
The answer is of course “‘ves’’ to 
the current question of whether the 
inner envelopes of wedding invita- 
tions and announcements may be 
omitted because of the paper shortage. 
I might, in fact, suggest that the small 
double sheet with flap cut at the top 
of the second page, so that when 
folded this second sheet becomes the 
envelope, be admitted “‘tor the dura- 
tion.’ In other words, I prefer this 
entirely different style to the trad) 


tional style not correctly done. When 
we can again have two envelopes, let 
us choose as before; but if we nrust 
save paper then let’s cut out both 
envelopes instead of only one.

Invitations addressed to wives 
properly include name of husband 
even though he is known to be 
absent: Captain and Mrs. Harrison 
Heaume; Pvt. and Mrs. John Jones; 
Apprentice Seaman and Mrs. George 
Green. They are mailed to the wife. 
A characteristic breach of etiquette 
now unavoidable at weddings is the 
mixed: uniforms of commissioned offi- 
cers, enlisted men and of the bride 
herself if she wears a uniform. 
Speaking frankly, I am really afraid 
to announce any military information 
as final, because almost any detail 
may be changed by the time my far- 
off publication is reached. I remem- 
ber very sadly that, when I wrote my

ATTENTION, DUMMIES! 


Now you can really 
play — under these 
summer bridge rules 


by Ely Culbertson 


ONTRACT - BRIDGE  enthusi- 
asts insist on having their 
game, come what may. In 
the dog days, however,they prefer 
to play out on the lawn or beach 
where summer breezes blow. 
This no doubt makes the game 
more pleasant, but it also provides 
complications. A breeze, especially 
a lusty one, is no respecter of the 
flimsy pasteboards. It blows the 
cards over while they are being 
dealt, which ordinarily creates a 
misdeal. It also plays havoc with 
the dummy, covering it with sand 
or scattering it to the four winds. 
A solution to the dealing prob- 
lem is found in the “‘summer rules.”’ 
When a card is blown over, there 
is no muisdeal, and if everyone 
knows who holds the ace ol spades, 
that’s just too bad. When a card 
is played to a trick, the player 
holds it face up so that everyone 
can see it, but he does not toss it 
toward the center of the “‘table”’ 
(often it is a blanket) as he would 
indoors. When a player gathers in 
a trick he sticks it in his pocket or 
wedges it under his knee, so the 
deck will be intact for the next deal. 


How It’s Done 


Here is how they play: 

1. The bidding proceeds as in 
regular bridge. 

2. When the bidding ends, the 
opening leader shows the card he ts 
going to lead (being careful to 
keep hold of it so it won't fly into 
the treetops or into the ocean). 

3. Dummy and declarer then 
exchange hands. 

4. Dummy looks at declarer’s 
hand, without showing it to any 
of the other players. 

§ Declarer looks at dummy’s 


hand and shows it to the defenders. 
Everyone is entitled to scrutinize 
the dummy hand until he ts satis- 
fied that he has seen enough of it. 
Those who have tried the game 
report little delay on this score. 

6. Then declarer and dummy 
take back their own hands, and 
play proceeds with the dummy 
playing his own cards and holding 
his hand like the other players. 

7. The declarer is not permitted 
to tell dummy what to lead or 
play. The poor dummy, re- 
pressed for over four decades, 
is his own master again. 

8. The player who wins the last 
trick, before leading to the next 
trick, may at any time ask to see 
one suit, dui on/y one, in dummy’s 
hand. Thus, he may say, ““Let me 
see your spades."" And dummy 
must show his spades to all the 
other players in the game. If one 
sees, all may see. (This privilege 
of having a suit shown belongs to 
whoever won the last trick, wheth- 
er declarer, a defender or dummy. 
Dummy exercises the privilege by 
showing any suit he wishes.) 

8. If dummy, on being asked to 
show a suit, does not reveal every 
card he holds in that suit, he has 
revoked. The revoke becomes es- 
tablished when declarer or dummy 
plays to the next trick. 


In every other respect, the game 
is exactly like regular brndge. 

The game is fun, say those who 
have experimented with it. But it 
is also productive of those argu- 
ments for which bridge 1s famous. 
For one reason, the players may 
not remember what cards dummy 
has left. This causes mistakes and 
mistakes cause arguments. Also, 
there are times when declarer goes 
after one line of play and dummy 
misses the point entirely. So de- 
clarer leads a suit intending to 
finesse, and dummy doublecrosses 
him and puts up the ace. 

But whatever its good or bad 
points, summer bridge certainly 
gives the dummy his day.

STEAKLESS 


Grill a chicken dipped 
in pungent sauce — and 
the feast is on....! 


by Esther Yoley 


HE aroma 1s penetrating, 
FOR carrying the story of a 


roast browning, crisping. The 
accompanying sizzle could be 
caused only by the drip, drip 
of barbecue sauce onto glowing coals. What 
is it, that spicy scent perfuming the air? 
Not broiling beef, certainly? Not pork ? 
It’s chicken! And the sauce is tart. hot with 
pepper and fragrant with herbs. Just a few 
red points spent, yet the favorite backyard 
grill party is as much a 
success as ever. 
This month and for the 
rest of the year, chicken 
should be reasonably 
plentiful. Or use your own 
home-grown specimens to 
glorify the barbecue. 
Any chicken or fowl can 
be barbecued. Broilers 
should be split and the 
backbone, and the breast 
bone cut off, so that each 
side is the same in weight 
and size. 
Frying chickens should 
be cut in quarters, and 
the backbone and breast 
bone cut out. The wing 
tips should also be cut off, 
as they will burn and char before the bird 
is done and spoil its tempting appearance. 
Roastine chickens and fowl] should be cut 
into quarters. The breast should be cut in 
two pieces. The back does not have enough 
meat to make it suitable for barbecuing, 
so put it to one side and use for making a 
broth. Roasting chickens and fowl should be 
parboiled in simmering water, before being 
prepared for barbecuing. How long depends 
on the size of the bird. A roaster between 
three and five pounds should be simmered 
40 minutes. A fowl should be simmered one

hour. When the fork goes through to the 
bone with reasonable ease, the bird should 
be cooled and then cut up for the barbecue. 

Dip each piece of the cut-up, prepared 
chicken into the following sauce. Place skin 
side down in a large flat dish or platter. 
When all are dipped, pour any remaining 
sauce over the pieces. Place platter in re- 
(rigerator until barbecue time. 


Chicken Barbecue Sauce 


2 teaspoons salt 
lemons 2 teaspoons pepper 

1!5 cups cooking 2 teaspoons poultry 
oil seasoning 


3 medium-sized 


Squeeze and strain lemon juice. Combine 
with other ingredients and mix very well. 
Yield: Sauce for 10 portions. 

The grill holding the pieces of chicken 
should be about three 
inches above the coals. 
The chicken should be 
turned very often so it will 
brown evenly and cook 
evenly. A too-quick heat 
will brown the birds be- 
fore the interior is cooked. 
A too-slow heat will 
lengthen the cooking time 
uncomfortably. Time the 
first servings. If well done 
just within the half hour, 
the fire is right. 

Any sauce not absorbed 
by the chicken can be 
used for basting. Wrap 
one end of a slender stick 
with a piece of clean cloth. 
Tie it on securely and use 

it as aswab to apply the sauce to the meat. 

In place of the usual large salads serve 
great bowls of freshly picked, freshly 
skinned and freshly sliced tomatoes. Sprin- 
kle each layer of slices slightly with salt and 
plentifully with chopped chives. 

Unbuttered bread, toasted to a light 
brown, provides something crisp. 

Celery, scallions, radishes will serve as 
relishes, but appetites will ask no tempting. 
And if dessert be needed, serve berries. 
peaches or cherries. Offer milk or iced tea 
or lemonade as a thirst-quencher. But if 
everyone contributes some coffee, make 
boiled coffee over the dying coals. 


FOOD FOR CONVERSATION

TAMPOLA is a new leafy vegetable mov- 
ing over from Asia and into the seed cata- 
logs for next spring; a would-be competitor 
for the spinach crown. Tampola prepares 
like spinach, it serves like spinach, but more 
delicate in flavor; and no shrinkage in the 
pot. Its stems are as thick as a pencil, 
tender as the artichoke’s heart. 

Celtuce is an Asiatic species of lettuce 
grown in home gardens for the first time 
this summer. Here is a vegetable that 
combines the uses and flavors of celery 
and lettuce, thus the compromise 
niarme. 


CELTUCE has a stalk thick as your wrist, 
the mature leaves husky and coarse like 
kale.

When 
more mature, the leaves should be cooked 


- like greens and the stalks peeled and the 


hearts prepared au gratin or braised. Good, 
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too, steamed like asparagus to dress with 
Hollandaise.

4 stick-tight plum that won’t fall 
from the tree even when the fruit is 
dead ripe has been developed at Minne- 
sota’s fruit breeding station.

It's a public service pro- 
vided by the Community Fund 
through the Family Welfare So- 
ciety’s staff of trained trouble 
shooters and since the war in- 
reasing numbers of men and 
women have called on the or- 
ganization for help in relieving 
mental and emotional strain in 
much the same manner that 
they call on the family doctor 
to ease physical pain. 

Time was when a man’s per- 
sonal troubles were strictly his 
own affair and his employer felt 
helpless to do anything to aid 
him. If his worries became so 
great that his work was affect- 
ed the boss might give him a lit- 
the lecture or solve the whole 
problem by letting him go. 

But the war changed all that. 
Workers, even troubled, harass- 
ed workers, are so valuable 
nowadays that employers watch 
over them with anxious eyes, re- 
joice when they rejoice and try 
to understand when they fum- 
ble or are inefficient on the job 
or don’t show up at all. 

That is why a recent bulletin 
sent out by the ramily Welfare 
Society to several hundred em- 
ployers brought such a tremen- 
gous response.

Talking it out with an un- 
derstanding person helped the 
defense worker immediately and 
by gradual stages he was able 
to fit the jagged, crazy pieces of 
his dilemma together in his own 
mind and work out his own so- 
lution. At the caseworker’s sug: 
gestion he came to realize that 
his wife whined and complain- 
ed and demanded his constant 
attention because she was haunt- 
ed by a morbid fear that she 
was seriously ill. With more 
sympathy and affection than he 
had known to display before the 
husband took his wife to the 
doctor and then to the Family 
Welfare Society’s consulting psy- 
chiatrist, obtained treatment for 
the minor ills she suffered and 
helped her to understand that 
she was, miraculously enough, a 
sound, healthy person. 

With his wife happy and re- 
lieved, the young man was free 
to devote more time to his job, 
but he still had the pressure of 
bill collectors to worry him. 
There again the Family Welfare 
Society offered assistance by 
helping him go over and care- 
fully analyze his financial af- 
fairs and draft a workable 
budget. 

Children are a particular con- 
cern of the society—unhappy 
children with difficulties at 
school and behavior problems at 
home, children whose mothers 


must leave them to go to work 
and children who for one rea- 
son or another are not under- 
stood by their parents. "Teen 
age lads whose fathers are in 
the Army and the Navy are 
troubling the hearts of many 
mothers and, frequently enough, 


the solution which the society 
helps the harassed mother find 
is one so simple she completely 
overlooked it. 

“Red,” an Army major’s high- 
spirited, carrot-topped 14-year- 
old, was stealing the neighbors’ 
green grapes and peaches and 
writing unsavory sentiments on 
back fences out of sheer bore- 
dom. He has a part-time sum- 
mer job now and finds his rec- 
reation in the Y, M. C. A. gym. 

“IT was just so exhausted and 
bedewiled by his antics I 
couldn’t think straight,” admit- 
ted his over-weary, over-burden- 
ed mother. 


“That’s the way it was with 
Mrs. Green, too,” chuckled a 
caseworker. “She told me her 
two youngsters were simply 
driving her wild, and she seri- 
ously feared she was going to 
wade into them one day and kill 
both of them. There were a lot 
of ramifications to Mrs. Green’s 
problems, but there was one lit- 
tle thing she hadn’t thought of. 
At meal-time they fought like ti- 
gers over the privilege of eat- 
ing out of the Mickey Mouse 
dish. With increased  under- 
standing she realized that buy- 
ing another Mickey Mouse dish 
would lessen the jealousy be- 
tween the boys. And it did!” 

Helping bewildered, trouble- 
ridden citizens see the forest for 
the trees is a specialty with the 
Family Welfare Society’s work- 
ers. They don’t pretend to be 
miracle-makers or infallible ad- 
visers to the love-lorn with a 
pat solution for every human 
difficulty. Nor do they dish out 
advice with a free hand. They 
are simply social workers who, 
like doctors and lawyers, learn- 
ed their profession at the bé@st 
schools in the country and 
through years of experience in 
dealing with human beings and 
all the complexities and subtle 
terrors that beset them. Every 
worker has had her training in 
mental hygiene and social psy- 
chology with its medical and 
legal aspects. She has served 
an internship with some case- 
work organization and, above 
all, she has a profound under- 
—T and affection for peo- 
ple. 

The Family Welfar®@ Society, 
born the Associated Charities of 
Atlanta back in 1905 during the 
city's worst snowstorm, still of- 
fers material aid where it is 
needed—but it has come a long 
way since the days when a bas- 
ket of groceries and an old coat 
constituted the breadth and the 
depth of its service.

T in a Fifth Avenue beauty par- 

lor and immediately some- 
thing new was started.

Two of the late Flo Ziegfeld’s 
glorified beauties—still holding 
their own on the glamour 
market—Mary Alice Rice and 
Neva Lynn, who hadn’t seen 
each other for years, were de- 
lighted at the unexpected meet- 
ing and said so in as many 
dears, darlings, can you remem- 
bers and hearty laughs. Their 
last word before parting was:

N a round-table discussion the 
[ other evening, the question of

The story 
touch may cough up, all right, 
but he is sometimes a strain on 
inventiveness. One famous cin- 
ema actor is noted for his at- 
tentive ear and open purse to a 
story involving a mother but he 
will rot give a dime to any other 
appeal—the wife requiring an 
operation fails to dent him. The 
one about the sick children is no 
go. But the mother needing 
something, if it is only a bottle 
of gin, causes him to unbelt. I 
think this actors’ weakness for 
the mother tale comes from for- 
mer associations with under- 
worlders who are notoriously 
sentimental about mother. 

On the other hand, there is a 
noted movie producer who is a 
soft touch only if he can be 
amused in the process of touch- 
ing.

I know a Broadway chap who 
is a soft touch if informed that 
the money is needed to pay a 
bookmaker. Tales of family dis- 
tress or personal illness will not

Mr. Simonds notes that the 
Detroit manufacturer “radiates 
joy in living, interest in every- 
thing. On the ballroom floor 
he is the most graceful waltzer 
or quadrille dancer. He can 
outrun most of his employes. He 
lives close to nature, close to 
trees, birds, and all growing 
things. Among children he is 
compltely at ease, as they are 
with him. 

Four traits largely explain the 
character of Mr. Ford, in the 
opinion of.this biographer:

Freud's Daughter Talks 
Child Psychology in War 


WAR AND CHILDREN, By An 
na Freud and Dorothy T. Bur- 
lingham, Medical War Books. 
New York. 191 pp.

The authors, one of whom is 
the daughter of Sigmund Freud, 
report work in three wartime 
nurseries they direct in England 
which are supported by volun- 
tary contributions from Ameti- 
ca. The work is carried on un- 
der the Foster Parents’ Plan 
for War Children, which has 
been maintained since 1936, first 
in France, and after its fall, in 
England. This fine work has 
the following main purposes: to 
repair damage already caused; 
to prevent further harm; to do 
research on essential psycho- 
logical needs of children; to in- 
struct people in psychological 
knowledge of children; and, to 
work out a model pattern of 
nursery life. 

The staff consists of highly 
trained specialists, most of 
whom are refugees from the 
continent. Three essential needs 
are especially recognized by the 
workers: those for personal at- 
tachment, for emotional stability 
and for permanence of educa- 
tional influence. 

The book is in two parts, the 
first giving a survey of psycno- 
logical responses of children to 
war situations, types of air ~aid 


anxiety, normal and abnormal 
outlets of expression, with prac- 
tical conclusions; the second part 
attempts to narrate events as 
they happen so that readers can 
follow them intimately and see 
how the authors reached théir 
conclusions. The distinction be- 
tween the two parts is not as 
distinct as was apparently in- 
tended. The conclusions of the 
first part emphasize the psycho- 
logical problems of the children; 
those of the second part seem 
to be especially concerned with 
the problems of the administra- 
tion of war-time nurseries. 
Adverse criticisms are minor: 
they concern the use of such du- 
bious and ambiguous terms as 
“faculty,” “instinct,” and “sub- 
conscious feelings.” There is 
unnecessary repetition: and 
statements seem to alternate 
from too broad and doubtful 
generalizations about “the 
child,” to clearly acceptable 
statements of the results of ob- 
servations of actual children. 
In general, the criticism must 


be favorable: etchnical psycho-' 


logical terms are used sparing- 
ly; the subject matter is vital, 
significant, and presented inter- 
estingly; important psychological 
principles are brought out clear- 
ly and forcibly for the reader. 

This is not just another book 
on child psychology. It is a sig- 
nificant contribution to the 
knowledge of children, their re 
actions, and their treatment dur- 
ing war.

Legislative Sessions 
Two of the constitutional amendments to be 
passed upon by Georgia voters on August 3 deal 
with the sessions of the legislature. To be 
properly understood these proposed amend- 
ments must be considered together. 


On the ballot they occupy the tenth and 
twelfth places. 


Amendment ten does away with the present 
ten-day “organization session” which, in prac- 
tice, has been found undesirable and unneces- 
Sary. It provides for a session that shall not 
exceed 70 days, with the provision that if the 
assembly adjourns before the end of that period 
it may meet later for the remaining days pro- 
vided. It does not, of course, affect the 
authority of the Governor to call an extraordi- 
nary session if conditions require such action. 


Amendment twelve deals with the pay of 
members of the assembly. Instead of the 
former per diem system, it. provides salary 
totaling $600 for the entire two-year term of 
each member. It provides, also, there shall 
be only one “mileage payment” to each mem- 
ber during his term of office. It is estimated 
this will save some $30,000 in legislative costs. 

With such provisions there is little danger 
the legislature will divide its 70 days of per- 
mitted service more than once, for after the 
single “mileage” payment members would have 
to pay their own transportation.

Teach the Bible 

Now that the Christian Council of Atlanta 
has dropped its plan for adding Bible teaching 
to the regular curriculum of the junior and 
senior high schools, it is to be hoped that the 
men, both Protestant ministers and leading 
Protestant laymen, who compose this organiza- 
tion will seek to devise some other plan for 
carrying the knowledge of the Bible to that 
portion of our population which is unfamiliar 
with the sacred writings. 

The council abandoned the plan outlined 
when opposition developed, in the cause of 
harmony, according to its secretary. 

There were a number of sound objections 
to the plan proposed. The principal objection, 
however, was to that provision which gave 
scholastic credits to students satisfactorily com- 
pleting the course in Bible study. Although the 
course was, naturally, elective, it was unfair 
because 4t gave an opportunity to some students 
to earn credits which was denied others on 
grounds of religious belief. It thus violated, 
by using the tax supported schools, that prin- 
ciple of American freedom which insists on 
complete severance of church and state. 

However, even though the plan as proposed 
contained fundamental objectionable features, 
that is no reason why the teaching of the Bible 
to our youth would not be an altogether de- 
sirable thing. 

To teach the Bible as widely as possible is 
a primary duty of all ministers of the gospel. 
That is the basic function of the church and 
of the Sunday school. 

Any plan, therefore, that the Christian 
Council, or any other body, can work out that 
will increase general knowledge of the Bible— 
provided that plan avoids the objectionable 
features of the one now discarded—-will receive 
the full and wholehearted support of all those 
who were forced to oppose this one.

NOT UNANIMOUS. 

Editor, Constitution: I read an 
editorial in last Sunday's issue of 
The Atlanta Constitution. This 
editorial advocated the adoption 
of a proposed amendment to the 
Georgia Constitution which would 
confer the right of suffrage on 
minors between the ages of 18 and 
21. The concluding and principal 
argument in the editorial is that 
this amendment “like all the oth- 
ers in the Arnall program of state 


governmental reform was ap- 
proved unanimously by the legis- 
lature.” 

The above quoted statement is 
not true. I was a member of the 
house of representatives when the 
measure came on the floor for pas- 
Before this, at the request 
of the Governor, I and about 20 
other members conferred with him 
in his office. He stated he was 
very much embarrassed as he had 
written a magazine article in 
which he stated this measure 
would be submitted to a vote of 
the people; that it was too late to 
withdraw the article, and if the 
measure failed to pass, thereafter 
this article stating it would pass 
would be published and he would 
be mortified and embarrased be- 
yond measure. He asked that we 
waive any objections we might 
have and vote it out and then we 
could work to defeat it at the 
election. He stated he would con- 
sider it a personal favor if we 
would vote affirmatively despite 
our convictions. I advised him at 
the time I felt it was my duty. to 
do my best to defeat the measure 
as I thought it was revolutionary 
and ill considered. I am advised 
that practically every member of 
the house was thus approached.

There were, however, 
about 40 negative votes on this 
second consideration of the resolu- 
tion. It did not carry unanimous- 
ly as you state in your editorial. 

In view of the circumstances, I

Another variety that ts becom- 
ing more and more popular is 
is a louse-resistant 
variety, although that isn’t par- 
ticularly important in the fall, as 
we are not troubled a great deal 
with lice. There is a strange rea- 
son for this fact. Since this variety 
holds its leaves in an upright po- 
sition there is no shaded, cool area 
for the lice to hide, as is the case 
with other varieties. The leaves 
are very tender and the variety 
withstands hot, dry weather better 
than others. 

If you want to have a very early 
variety, the white flat Dutch is 
especially good. 

Other greens that may be plant- 
ed in the fall garden are tender- 
greens, which is a cross between 
spinach and mustard, and is espe 
cially fine when gathered at the 
time the leaves are about 6 inches 
tall. Rape has been looked upon 
as hog feed for many years but it 
makes a splendid green if picked 
early. Mustard is good: the Aragon 
and Bloomsdale spinaches are fine.

Crop Weevils 
Are Discussed 
By Dr. Bissell 


“The vegetable weevil has be 
come a serious pest in some sec- 
tions of Georgia,” Dr. T. L. Bis 
of the Georgia Agricultural 
Experiment Station, pointed out 


“It is practically the same color 


has a thick body, and a prominent 
snout,” said Dr. Bissell. “During 
hot weather the weevils are not 
active, but can be found under 
grass and trash on the ground.” 

“In the fall they become active 
and deposit their eggs on the 
plants and in the soil. After the 
eggs hatch, the young grubs feed 
on the crowns of nearby plants. 
tur- 
nips and rutabagas, the grubs bore 
into the swollen roots, thus mak- 
ing them unfit for eating. 


“Work conducted at the Geore- 
gia Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion has shown that both grubs 
In the fall and adult weevils in 
the spring can be controlled by 
spraying the plants with calcium 
arsenate at the rate of two ounces, 
six level teaspoonfuls, to three gal- 
lons of water.

The beetles are most dam- 
aging to the young plants of cu- 
cumbers, cantaloupes and pump- 
kins, by eating off the surface of 
the leaves. They also feed on the 
blossoms and young fruits and oe. 
casionally work on the stems of 
cucumbers. 

Besides their mechanical! injury, 
the beetle transmits the bacterial 
wilt disease, which is common on 
cucumbers and related crops. 
These insects may be controlled 
with rotenone, or with a dust of 
calcium arsenate, one part mixed 
with nine parts of lime.”

TOMATO SPRAYING. 


Tomatoes should be sprayed ev- 
ery three weeks with Bordeaux 
mixture to prevent the spread of 
disease. Spraying should start aft. 
er the plants have begun to grow 
well. If the potato beetle attacks 
the tomato, spray or dust with an 
arsenical poison. The egg plant 
should be kept pretty well covered 
with Rotenone dust while they are 
getting started and any time there- 
after when thev are attacked bv 
the potato beetle.

NEW YORK, July 24.—(INS)— 
The birthplace of life was at the 
polar regions of the earth, accord- 
ing to a new geological theory 
that came to light today. 

Dr. Perley G. Nutting, of the 
U. S. Geological Survey, has pre- 
sented the results of his investi- 
gation of the most probable way 
in which the earth cooled down 
after its separation from the sun, 
_ some 2,000,000,000 years ago, to 
the Washington Academy of 
| Sciences. 

One of his conclusions is that 
it must have been at the poles, 
rather than at the tropics, that 
life first appeared.

when it was first torn off 
from the sun. 

The problem of the origin of 
the earth and the rest of the 
planets—Mars, Venus, Jupiter, 
Saturn, and so on—has not yet 
been saisfactorily solved. Many 
scientific speculations are before 
us. But the view most prevalent 
is that the gravitationa] pull of 


‘another wandering sun tore off 


vast masses from the body of our 
sun. 

From these huge gaseous lumps, 
hurled out into space, the planets 
including the earth were formed. 

The earth began to cool, and 
this cooling was rapid when the 
earthstuff was 9,000 degrees in 
temperature. 

The outer portions 
heat most rapidly. 

When the earth-stuff cooled 
down to a temperature of nearly 
7,000 degrees Fahrenheit, liquid 
iron and nicke! and such metals 
were formed—which became the 
earth’s core. 

The atmosphere, above the me- 
was itself of mineral 
vapors and lighter gases. The

exercised an atmospheric pressure 
of some 65,000 pounds per square

In Civil Service 


The Georgia American Legion, 
which “fought for the right on 
the battlefields in the other 
World War,” will get on the 
march this week to win civil 
service job preferences for all 
war veterans and the right to 
vote for 18-year-old youths who 
today are battling on foreign 
fields. 

While emphasizing these two 
particular amendments, thc Le- 
gion will support the entire 28 
constitutional amendments in the 
August 3 election, Pat Kelly, for- 
mer state commander. told Gov- 
ernor Arnall yesterday. 

Kelly heads a state committee 
appointed by State Commander 
Clarke Luke, of Ocilla, to cam- 
paign for the amendments dur- 
ing this final week before elec- 


| tion.

Other members of the commit- 
tee include: Scott Candler, of 
Decatur; Basil Stockbridge, of 
College Park; A. L. Henson, of 
Atlanta; Hoyt Wimpy, of Thomas- 
ville; Sam Sauls, of Griffin; John 
Williams, of Valdosta; Jackson 
Dick, of Atlanta; E. K. Bennett, 
of Waycross; Quimby Melton, of 
Griffin; Edgar Dunlap, of Gaines- 
ville, and Lawrence Shields, of 
Columbus. 

The group will broadcast over 
radio station WSB, and probably 
other hookups, at 9:45 p. m. Fri- 
day. 

“I deeply appreciate the action 
the Legion is taking,” Governor 
Arna]l said. “Members of the 
Legion not only fight for the 
right on the battlefields, but they 
also fight in government forums 
for the principles of right.” 

Equal Preferences. 

Kelly said the Legion is par- 
ticularly interested in seeing 
amendments No. 8 and 5 ratified. 
No. 8 provides that all civil serv- 
ice bodies in Georgia shall give 
equal preferences to veterans of 
all wars as provided by federal 
civil service laws. 

Meanwhile, Georgia’s antici- 
pated vote in the August 3 elec- 
tion on constitutional amendments 
will exceed by 10,000 the vote cast 
in the constitutional amendments 
balloting two years ago, Frank 
Gross, senate president, predicted 
yesterday. Nearly 65,000 votes 
were cast on 69 amendments June 
3, 1941. Gross estimates 75,000 
votes in this off-year election on 
28 amendments. 

The terms of the measure ap- 
ply to the state, where a merit 
system is in use in several de- 
partments that are supported in 
part by federal funds, and to 
counties and municipalities hav- 
ing civil service status for em- 
ployes. This amendment would 
make uniform many existing sys- 
tems of job preferences for hon- 
orably discharged veterans, and 
would assure veterans of the pres- 
ent as of past wars of participa- 
tion in the benefits. Amendment 
No. 5 gives the right to vote to 
18-year-old boys and girls. 

Secretary of State John B. 
Wilson also announced all polls 
in the August 3 election will 
open and close on central war 
time, regardless of the time ob- 
served locally.

With those fields in Allied 
hands and the enemy’s fighter 
strength sufficiently reduced—as 
is rapidly taking place—the Allies 
will be able to launch an all- 
out aerial offensive on Italy, if 
and when desired, or on Germany 
and other nearby enemy-occupied 
territory. 

The future course of Allied 
strategy, after Sicily, obviously de- 
pends upon the outcome of the 
current campaign. It may be idle 
to guess, therefore, as to when or 
where the Allies will strike next. 
That is also the question that is 
haunting the Axis. 

Factors in Answer. 

The answer involves matters of 
supply, shipping and timing—fac- 
tors of which only the Allied high 
command is cognizant.

Of 
these, one of the most promising is 
the eastern route through the 
Balkans, via Greece. This route 
is blocked at present by Crete and 
the Dodecanese Islands. 

From a strategical standpoint, 
this move would have much to 
command it because it would- di- 
vide the principal reserve force 
upon which the enemy depends for 
immediate reaction 
moves. 

The Allies have strong forces in 
the eastern Mediterranean at bases 
in Syria and Iraq and on the Is- 
land of Cyprus. One approach of 
these worces, with the acquies- 
cence of neutral Turkey, would be 
through the Dardenelles into Bul- 
garia and the Danube valley into 
Austria, or across the Black Sea 
to the Ukraine.
